The H ansen Alcock 
company, his employers, are not in­ 
volved In the team sters’ strike and 
there was no occasion for E n d ers’ at­ 
tack.

Until after th e Russian de­ 
feat at Mukden, and while the opera­ 
tions were confined to M anchuria the 
neutral zone was well established, al­ 
though claims of violation were pre- 
terred by both belligerents. 
N orth of 
Tie Pass Mongolia juts east and across 
the railroad und the limit of the zone 
of hostilities has never been fixed. 
In 
view of the fact that the Japanese 
used Sinm intin to effect their turning 
movement against 
Mukden, General 
Llnevitch called upon the authorities 
at St. Petersburg to secure a defini­ 
tion of the lire northw ard and Russia 
made proposals that the governm ent 
at Pekin delimit the zone, but the an­ 
swers from China were evasive, Japan 
declining to bind herself.

the enumeration shows a gain of 52.
